SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Le Garcon Pres De La Piscine is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The recording presents explicit depictions of male to male sexual activity. It promotes 
and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The final scene 
in the feature component and 12 trailers and notices depict young male persons (aged 
between 14 and 17 years) engaging in explicit sexual activity. Some of the males 
have youthful physical appearances while others wear youthful clothing such as scout 
uniforms. These scenes were recommended for excision. However, the owner of the 
recording did not make the excisions. If the excisions had been made the recording 
would be classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

To promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes falls 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 
3(2) is a deeming provision that overrides, and cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with, the right to freedom of expression under the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). This restriction on the right to freedom of expression is 
both reasonable and justified, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
